m ine and the Baucoup mine, one 
of sev eral workings which connect 
in an underground laby rinth cov ­ 
ering about eight square miles. 
"He was crawling away from the 
Briar Hill shaft all the time, to­ 
wards 
the 
other 
shaft,” 
Forested 
said. 
"Apparently he kept work­ 
ing away from us as we were work­ 
ing* toward him. and kept just out 
of hearing s t a n c e of our shouts.” 
About 7 • clock this morning Lee 
worked his way to the adjoining 
mine air shaft, about half a mile 
from the m ine which he entered. 
Miners preparing to enter the m ine 
| for the day 's work heard his shouts 
com ing up the shaft. 
They went 
j down after him 
"He was composed and showed a 
lot of courage,” Forester declared. 
Became Exhausted 
The y oung bookkeeper, who had 
been 
crawling 
in 
utter 
darkness 
since the carbide in his lamp be­ 
cam e ex hausted Sunday afternoon, 
told rescuers: 
"I was pretty badly scared until 
I cam e a crass the current of fresh 
air. 
Then I knew I could follow 
the current until I came to the air 
shaft.” 
Forester reported Lee seemed in 
good condition, ex cept he was ex ­ 
hausted after his wandering* in the 
damp blackness of 
the min« pit. 
Forester 
ordered 
Lee 
put to 
bed 
and forbade any one to talk to him , 
"He m ust hav e gone back into 
the mine and wandered 
into the 
other diggings," Forester said. 
"He only had carbide in hi* lamD 
for about two hours.” 
A search was begun about 2 p m . 
Sunday , about Three hours after Lee 
had 
disappeared. 
M ine 
’•escue 
squad* and v olunteers, working in 
groups of about 20 at a time, hed 
been searching through 
the maze 
of tunnels w ithout finding a trace 
of the m issing man.

provide: 
It shall b e unlawful to drive 
a 
vehicle over the 
IUinois-M ichigan 
canal at a speed faster than a m an 
can walk. 
Hotels more than one story high 
must equip each room with a rope 
as a safety precaution in the event 
of fire. 
W hoever issues or accepts a chal­ 
lenge in a prizefight, or acts as 
coun- 
ty jail for a period not to ex ceed 
six m onths. 
It shall b e unlawful to print or 
circulate false statem ents to pro­ 
mote the sale of Lib erty loans. 
W hoever keeps open or operates 
a tippling house or saloon 
011 Sun 
day is sub ject to a fine. 
Other Pro hibitio ns 
O ther laws prohib it “long, con­ 
tinued and b rutal b icy cle racing,” 
provide for the pay m ent b y county 
b oards for b ounties for wolves, crows 
and groundhogs and provide penal­ 


ties for killing, injuring or interfer­ 
ing with carrier pigeons. 
When the Job is completed, B1U- 
man estim ated, the statute b ook* 
may b e reduced b y from one-third 
to one-fourth. 
All laws are b eing 
classified as alive, doub tful or defi­ 
nitely dead.
